Are we living in a jungle of

The three Palestinian leaders, 
who took turns speaking in English 
and Arabic, arrived at the news 
conference borne on the shoulders 
of Palestinian youths chanting 
"Revolution, revolution until vic- 
■tary." 

"We shall return,” said 
Kawasma.. "Our people in the West 
Bank and Oaza are not afraid of 
Jsraeb usurpers, . and settlers will 
be crushed." • . 

"Israeli occupation forces are 
seeking to Judalse Hebron, Sast 
Jerusalem and 'the'Centlre ' West 
Bank," said TamimL "1. proclaim 
America an enemy of Islam 
because it supports Israel's policy 
and Israel’s desecration of 
Hebron’s Mosque of Abraham and 
Jerusalem's Dome of the Rock." 

An three said their expulsion was 
designed by Israel to "alow down 
the snowballing revolt" against 
Israel’s settlement policy and the 
U.S. -sponsored Palestinian 


-autonomy plan for West Bankers 
and Gasans. 

. "But I am certain the revolt will 
be sharpened into a tremendous es- 
calation by our deportation," said 
Milhem. "Even if all West Bank 
mayors are deported, every 
Palestinian child will become a 
fighting mayor." 

The expulsion yesterday 
triggered protests in several West 
Bank towns, with spontaneous 
strikes closing shops and 
businesses until mid-afternoon 
when heavily armed IDF patrols 
threatened to keep premises on 
strike closed permanently. 

Unrest over the expulsions came 
on the heels of protests over the 
death of a West Bank youth, Najaj 
Ghuli of Anabta near Tulkarm, in a 
clash with military officials last 
Thursday. - 

In the refugee camp of Jalaxun, 
north of Ram all ah, a Molotov 
cocktail yesterday was hurled at an 
army jeep patrolling the area. No 
casualties were reported. The 
camp has beer, the scene of turmoil 
during the past few weeks. 

At Najah University near Nablus 
and at Blr Zelt University, students 
staged strikes and - rail! egjto protest 
the expulsion*. Two id gb j&jboals th 
Nablus also struck their classes. 

Jh northeast Jerusalem, at the' 
border of the Jewish neighbourhood 
of Neve Ya’acov and the" Arab 
neighbourhood of Shu-'afat, gangs of 
Jewish and Arab youths hurled 
stones at each other, forcing police 
to post men at the scene.

ROMS (AP). — European Olympic 
leaders yesterday called on toe 
world to resist U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter's boycott call and send 
athletes to the Olympic Games in 
M 08 cow. 

But they proposed drastic cuts in 
the opening ceremony, with 
athletes staying away and not 
marching past Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev in the traditional 
parade. 8 

In a surprise display of unanimi- 
ty, the national Olympic com- 
mittees, Including those of all nine 
European Economic Community 
states, Issued a statement saying. 
"Participation is even, more impor- 
tant in a periodUf tension and inter- 
national conflicts.” 

Officials of 18 West European 
national Olympic committees drew 
up an eight-point plan to fry to per- 
suade the uncommitted countries to 
compete In the games. 

The eight points, which would 
have to be approved by the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee and 
accepted by the organizing com- 
mittee in Moscow, -were: 

• Each notional delegation to be 
represented in the opening parade 
by a flag bearer and a name board, 
with no athletes; 

• Each team to use-the Olympic 
flag of the five ring*;: and not 
national flags; 

• The Olympic hymn to he used In 
place of national anthems; 

• The Olympic flag and hymn to 
be used at the medals presentation* 


in addition to the opening and dos- 
ing ceremonies; £ ' 

• Athletes to abandon team un- 
iforms and march lnAhe parade in 
informal dress, with Only & badge of 
identification; 

• No political speeches at the 
opening ceremony; \ 

• Each delegation to confine its 
activities to sporting events; ' 

• No NOC to participate in the in- 
ternational youth camp being 
organized by the Russians in con- 
nection with the Olympics. 

Afghanistan was not mentioned 
in a communique issued at the end 
of the meeting. But the proposals 
clearly were aimed- at removing 
everything from the opening 
ceremony that could be interpreted 
as approval of Soviet policies.. 

The communique stressed the 
principles of the Olympic move- 
ment — fraternity and universal 
friendship — and said ft Is the duty 
of NOCs to. allow their athletes to 
participate in the games. It added 
that this participation was even 
more important in a period of inter- 
national tension. 

Parts of the Rome plan, could be 
expected to -run Into opposition 
from -Moscow. The opening 
ceremony is the showbiz side of the 
Olympics and helps sell the games 

to television. 

Meanwhile. Bangladesh and 
Singapore hare decided to boycott 
tee Olympics to protest the Soviet 
Union’s presence to Afghanistan, 
their governments announced over 
the weekend. 


Army cracks down on Hebron

following ambush of settlers 


Two Hebron area, mayors and a kadi were 
deported to Lebanon yesterday morning as part of 
a ' get-tough policy decreed by the Military 
Government for the Hebron area in the wake of 
the massacre of Jewish settlers in that Judean 
town. Defence Minister Ezer Weizman,’ who 


issued the new policy directives but limited them 
to Hebron, is expected to face sharp criticism at 
today’s cabinet meeting for his continued es- 
pousal of a policy of moderation for the rest of the 
West Bank where incidents of terrorist violence 
have escalated in recent weeks. 


Town under curfew as Weizman to face 
suspects are arrested cabinet criticism

Scores of Hebron, residents were 
still being held by the IDF last night 
following Friday evening’s 
terrorist attack in which five Jews 
were killed and 17 others injured as 
they were about to enter the old 
Hadassah building to the town. 

Tension was also high throughout 
the West Bank following the 
military government’s expulsion of 
Hebron May or Fahd Kawasma, the 
mayor of the neighbouring town of 
Halhoul, Mohammed Milhem, and 
the Kadi of Hebron. Rajab Tamimi, 
as well as the demolition of three 
houses opposite Belt Hadassah and 
the closure of the Jordan River 
bridges. A total curfew Is also in. 
force to Hebron. 

Troops were also surrounding 
Kiryat Arba last night after several 
of its residents tried to enter 
Hebron and damage property to 
retaliation for the ambnsh. 

Last night, 14 people wounded in 
tee attack were still to three 
Jerusalem hospitals. The condition 
of one man was said to be very 
critical, while the others, who are 
mainly suffering shrapnel and 
bullet wounds to the back and some 
broken limbs, were described as 
having light to medium wounds. 


In Damascus the PLO claimed 
responsibility for the attack saying 
that It was mounted by the "Abu 
Safwat Commando." Abu Safwat 
was the code name of Ibrahim Ab- 
dul Aziz Bargleth. the Fatah com- 
mander of operations in the West 
Bank who was shot dead in Cyprus 
late last year. 

"In our opinion, this attack was 
carefully planned — down to the 
last detail." West Bank' com- 
mander ’ Tat-Aluf Biny&min Ben- 
Eliezer said yesterday to reporters 
at the spot where the ambush took 
place. He spoke against the 
backdrop of the three demolished 
buildings, blown up -by army 
engineers yesterday morning. 

Ben-Ellezer said that the houses 
were demolished since, to the ar- 
my's opinion, the operation was so 
well-planned that the terrorists 
must have reconnoitred the area 
very carefully, and occupants of the 
shops and houses opposite the 
Hadassah building must have 
suspected what was planned. 

Investigators concluded last 
night that the attack was carried 
out by two groups, each numbering 
up to five or six terrorists. One 
group apparently tailed the 
worshippers on their way back

The "get tough” policy 
adopted by the military govern- 
ment in response to Friday 
evening’s terrorist attack in 
Hebron* will be restricted to the 
Hebron area, Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman declared last 
night. 

Weizman, who bears ministerial 
responsibility for the military 
government, was speaking on the 
television news broadcast. He 
declared that the earlier lenient 
policy, -which was geared to a quest 
for a peaceful resolution of the dis- 
pute over the territories and to 
hopes for progress to the autonomy 
talks, would continue tn all other 
areas as long as peace and quiet 
were maintained there by the Arab 
inhabitants. 

The defence minister is expected 
to be severely criticized at today's 
cabinet meeting. A number of other 
ministers have already charged 
Weizman and the Defence Ministry 
with "security laxness" and the 
failure to prevent Friday’s ambush. 

An intimation of the feelings 
which are sure to surface at today's 
cabinet meeting was given last 


night by the head ofthe Kiryat Arba 
yeshlva. where many of the victims 
studied. He warned Weizman to 
stay away from today’s funeral, 
saying he could not be responsible 
for what his students would do If the 
defence minister showed up. 

Weizman. however, is deter- 
mined not to allow the Hebron 
murders to be used as a 
springboard for any policies which . 
would serve the interests of "ex- 
tremist elements" on any side, ac- 
cording to Defence Ministry 
sources. 

At today's cabinet meeting on the 
Hebron attack Weizman Is ex- 
pected to reiterate that Israel must 
prevent the events in Hebron from 
snowlballing throughout Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza, while at the 
same lime ensuring the security of 
settlers and continuing ctforts 
towards a solution at the autonomy 
negotiating table. 

He is also determined not to allow 
Friday's events to be used as 
leverage, by Gush Emunira and 
several hard-line cabinet ministers, 
to push through a hasty govern- 
ment decision permitting the 
widespread seizure of Arab land for 
Jewish settlements and a possible

Hebron attack regarded as turning point 


. The attack on- Jewish settlers on 
their way bade from prayers at the 
tomb of the Patriarchs to Hebron on 
Friday night marks a watershed in 
Israel's 1 3-year control of the West 
Bank. 

The scale, the planning, the tim- 
ing and particularly the target of 
the attack make seasoned 
observers predict a radical escala- 
tion in the conflict between Jewish 
settlers and local Arab residents to 
an area to which both lay claim. 

Three or four minutes of chatter- 
ing cross-fire and the explosions of 
three grenades have left Hebron, 
Kiryat Arba and the entire West 
Bank greatly changed. 

The attack, by yet unidentified, 
but apparently local terrorists, 
comes after several months of In- 
creasingly open political activity 
among West Bank Arabs, increased 
readiness to confront settlers and 
the army — and what many see as 
vacillation on the part of the 
military government 

Hebron — al -Khalil to its 60,000 
Arab citizens — is notorious to 
Jewish history. Friday’s attack is 
the worst since the 1929 pogrom 
which left 67 dead, 60 wounded and 
nearly eliminated a Jewish 
presence to the city. In 1938 the 
British evacuated the remnants of 
the Jewish community and only one 
Jew remained. 

Since the capture of the city dur- 
ing the Six Day War, Hebron has 
been, one of the mere problematic 
cities for the security forces. There 
was resistance to the military 
presence throughout the West 
Bazik, but to Hebron, a centre of 
Islamic fundamentalism, this was 
intensified by a violent rejection of 
Jewish claims to return to the "City 
of the Forefathers." Tension 
between Jewish and Moslem 
worshippers over access and con- 
trol of the Care of the Macbpela — 
holy to the devout of both religions 
— was not unexpected. 

Ever since the ■‘‘founder” of 
Kiryat Arba. Rabbi Moehe 
Levinger, booked into Hebron's 
Park Hotel with a group 9 f "Swiss 
tourists" to early 1968, the city has 
been a stage far confrontation on 
the settlement Issue. 

Levtoger's wife la. the leader of 
the Belt Hadassah squatters, and 
his daughter was slightly injured in 
Friday night's attack. The Park 
Hotel, ironically enough, Is owned 
and managed by Fahd Kawasma. 


mayor of Hebron until his expulsion 
yesterday morning. 

In 1970, tee government finally 
decided to establish Kiryat Arba as 
a Jewish suburb on the northern 
outskirts of the city. Ever since 
then, its leaders have pushed for ex- 
pansion of the town of 4,000. 

For many years Kiryat Arba 
residents could at least claim that 
there was a semblance of co- , 
existence with the local population. 
Jews did shop to the casbah and not 
every settler who walked through 
the city toted an automatic weapon 


issued by the military government 
for his personal protection. 

But just over a year ago. on April 
27, some 30 women and their 
children, led by Miriam Levinger, 
occupied Beit Hadassah — which 
had become a symbol of their de- 
mand for a renewed Jewish 
presence tn the city itself which 
would "avenge the shame of 1929." 

The government — including 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin — 
insisted that the occupation was un- 
authorized. illegal and politically 
very unwise. The squatters would 


be removed. 

In time, nowever, the women 
were allowed to come and go freely 
and their husbands were allowed to 
visit them in the dilapidated 
building which serves as home, 
kindergarten and school for them 
and their children. Eventually, the 
army provided water and mounted 
a permanent guard. The occupation 
of Belt Hadassah became a fact. 

In March last year, two Arab 
teenagers were shot dead during a 
stone-throwing Incident to the town

U.S., Egypt say attack must spur 
autonomy; Arabs hail ‘heroism’

The U.S. and Egypt have 
deplored this weekend's terrorist 
attack in Hebron and pledged that 
the incident will not affect their 
negotiations with Israel for 
autonomy In the West Bank and the 
GazA Strip. 

Sol Linowltz, U.S. envoy to the 
autonomy negotiations currently 
being held In Herzliya, said that the 
Hebron attack must spur, not 
hinder, the quest for establishing a 
self-governing authority in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

"I •am deeply shocked and 
saddened by this senseless act of 
violence." Linowltz said. “It is a 
deep tragedy that all civilized peo- 
ple must abhor. But I think It would 
be an even greater tragedy if this 
action 'should in any way interfere 
with our ongoing talks in connection 
with the autonomy." Asked in a 
television Interview If the Hebron 
Incident did not prove Israel's argu- 
ment that security must remain 
solely in Israel's hands, Linowltz 
said, "There has never been any 
question that the security of Israel 
must be carefully maintained un- 
der Israel's auspices." 

What Is at issue in the talks, the 
U.S. envoy explained, is the role of 
the "strong local police force" re- 
quired by the Camp David agree- 
ment. This would function 
alongside the Israeli security 
forces, he indicated. "The only 
difference," he said, "Is regarding 
precise Implementation" of the un- 
animously accepted need for Israel 
to preserve its security. 

On Friday evening, shortly after 
word of the Hebron attack reached 
Washington, the State Department 
said, "We are deeply shocked and 
saddened by what happened im 
Hebron today.

Across the political spectrum, 
reaction yesterday to the events in 
Hebron bore a similar tone of out- 
rage and sorrow over the loss of 
life. But differences of opinion 
emerged among political leaders on 
the causes of the terror attack and 
bow Israel should respond. 

Likud leaders said that the attack 
should result in an Increased settle- 
ment programme In the West Bank, 
and a tougher hand by the mill , 
tary authorities. 

Gush Emuaim spokesmen and 
leaders of the Tehiya Party called 
for Defence Minister Ezer. Weiz- 
man’s resignation, annexation of 
the West Bank and a freeze on*the 
autonomy negotiations. . . ..j" 

Labour Party leaders condemned 
the terror attack and said that 
Labour's policy of "preventive 
security" should be re-established. 
"The policy must take into account 
the feelings of the residents of the 
territories and their situation," 
party chairman MK Shimon Peres 
said. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said that the attack must be seen in 
light of the recent upheavals on the 
West Bank, and that the ap- 
propriate response "to this act, 
which is aimed at pushing us out of 
Judea and Samaria, is to step up 
our presence throughout the area." 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon, describing the attack as "a 
planned massacre," said that while 
there are disturbances, "there is 
not rebellion," in the West Bank. 

MK Moshe Arens, chairman of 


the Knesset Foreign . Affairs and 
Defence Committee, said that the 
West Bank population "apparently 
believes that by pressure and 
murderous acts they can disrupt 
Jewish control of the region." 

Speaking of "punishment and 
settlement” as the appropriate 
response to the attack, Arens said 
that people known as PLO 
representatives in the territories 
"need not.be anywhere in Eretz 
Yisrael" and “certainly should not 
hold public positions." 

Attorney Elyakim Haetzni, a 
leading figure in Klryat Arba and a 
long-time Gush Emunim. activist, i 
blamed the IDF for the incident and , 
called for Weizman’s resignation. '

The 
person accused and subsequently 
acquitted of causing her death is a 
resident of the Kirya. 

On May 26 several residents of 
the Kirya broke Into Arab homes, 
beat up the occupants and broke 
furniture. They demanded that tfie 
residents leave what the attackers' 
said were "Jewish houses." Two 
bachelor residents of the Kirya 
were found guilty of the attacks and 
given suspended sentences. One of 
them. 32-year-old Ell Haxe'ev. was 
cut down by eight bullets in the 
back on Friday night. 

The hostility between the local 
population and the settlers reached 
a peak on January 3, when 23-year- 
nld soldier-student Jehoshua 
Saloma was shot in the head while 
shopping In the caabah. His murder 
was followed by a 10-day curfew 
and a hotly-contested government 
decision to relocate a yeshiva and 
establish a museum In two former- 
ly Jewish buildings in the heart of 
the city.

The expulsion threat became a 
rallying* point for all of the West 
Bank. Mayors there and in Gaza 
resigned collectively; the military 
government finally gave way, and 
Shak'a remained. 

A number of clashes during last 
week preceded Friday night's at- 
tack. Vandalism and provocation 
by Jewish settlers and Rabbi Meir 
Kahane's Kach group In Ramallah 
set off a demonstration; a high .

Shia leader 
assassinated 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT. — Unidentified gunmen 
shot and killed a Moslem Shia 
religious figure Friday as he was 
driving on Beirut's coastal 
highway, police sources said. 

Iranian-born Imam Hassan 
Shirazi. head of the Union of Shia 
Ulema, “died Immediately, but his 
driver was not hurt,” police said. 

Shirazi, a religious rather than a 
public figure, recently sent 
messages to all Islamic leaders 
condemning the execution in 
Baghdad of Shia leader Imam 
Mohammed al-Bakr al-Sadr by 
Iraqi authorities In April. 

It was not immediately known If 
this was related to Shlrazi’s 
murder, but the news of al-Sadr's 
execution triggered in Beirut fierce 
clashes between pro-Iranian Shlas 
and pro-Iraqi organizations, In 
which more than.

Kahane in jail, 
friends disappear

A military court has ordered 
Ra&bl Mexr Kahane held far an ad- 
ditional seven days while military 
officials investigate his actions last 
week in Ramallah. 

Police sources 'In Jerusalem 
meanwhile say they believe several 
Kahane followers have gone 
"underground" to avoid arrest. 

Kahane is being investigated 
after he and his followers held a 
demonstration in Ramallah six 
days ago that sparked a violent 
counter-demonstration by hun- 
dreds of Ramallah youths. 

The military government had for- 
bidden Kahane and bis followers to 
enter the city, but they did so 
Anyway. The American-born rabbi 
was arrested the day after the 
demonstration, and Is to be charged 
with incitement. 

Police sources in Jerusalem said 
last night that Kahane's top assis- 
tant. Yossi Dayan, who allegedly 
helped Kahane distribute leaflets 
telling Ramallah residents to leave 
their city, has disappeared, and 
that they believe he is in hiding. 

Police so far have not managed to 
find Dayan or other Kach 
members. Warrants for their arrest 
have been issued so that the men 
can be questioned on their role In 
the Ramallah affair last week.

TEL AVIV. — Eighty per cent 
index-linked bonds were last week's 
best sellers, a position they had 
maintained for the whole month of 
April. 

Since November 1979 the central 
bank could not sell any of these 
bonds to the public, as bonds 
already trading on the exchange 
had provided a better yield. 
However, at the end of March the 
pendulum swung In favour of new 
issues. The Bank of Israel sold 
IS880m. of the bonds in April, of 
which ISl20m, was purchased by 
the general public. Most of the 
heavy buying come before the end 

of last week so that the bonds would 
be linked to. the May cost of living 
index. 

The investment value of the new 
issues can be seen In comparable . 
statistics. The 3585 80 - per cent 
. index-linked bond Issue could have 
been bought from the Bank of Israel 
at the end of March for 100 , plus ac- 
cumulated Interest. On Wednesday 
these bonds debuted at 114.5. Bonds

purchased on the market at the end 
of March showed a gain of about 11 
per cent over a similar period of 
time. 

Last week Bank Leumi issued a 
new mutual fund specializing in op- 
tion Investments. Such a fund is ex- 
pected to be especially appealing to 
the investment public because ft 
offers above-average growth poten- 
tial, compared to investments 
directly in shares. (Reviewing the 
progress of options in April, IDS op- 
tion* 7 rose by about 12 per cent, 
while the underlying shares went up 
by about only 4 per cent.) 

Union Bank of Israel shares ad- 
vanced by nearly 15 per cent last 
week.

Dip in prime aids market 


NEW YORK 1 AP) . — Interest rates 
have taken a steep drop in the past 
month, lending some support to the 
stock market as well as the bond 
market. 

The bonk prime lending rate has 
followed the course of the money 
markets, soaring from 15% to 20 
per cent early in the year; and drop- 
ping back down into the 181&-19 per 
cent range more recently. 

This reversal has not gpne un- 
noticed at the White House. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter has commented 
on it several times in the past few 
days, declaring that his administra- 
tion has "turned the corner" in 


fighting Inflation. 

Stock-market traders have also 
token note of the decline. The Dow 
Jones average ot 30 industrials, 
after posting a 7.34 gain to 810.92 In 
the past week, now stands 51.79 
points above its two-year low of 
759.13 a couple of weeks ago. 

Other readings for the week 
showed the New York Stock Ex- 
change composite Index up .32 at 
60.05, and the American Stock Ex- 
change market value index 5.50 
higher at 254.81. 

Big Board volume averaged 29.98 
million shares a day against 36.50 
million the week before.

London recalls its envoy to Teheran 

Iran embassy gunmen 
making new. demands

LONDON. • Britain recalled Its 
. sunbnasndor from Iran yesterday to 
help deal with Iranlan-Arab 
gunmen holding about 20 hostages 
in linden's Iranian embassy, and 
Srdtland Yard reported new 
demands by the hostage-takers. 

The Yard's Assistant Superinten- 
dent John Del low declined to dls- 
. dose* what the demands were “in 
the interests of completing the 
- operation successfully." 

The new demands apparently 
. came in a mid-afternoon exchange ' 

between a civilian-suited negotiator 
outside who argued with someone 
Inside a ground floor window for IS. 
minutes. 

Iran's Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadch threatened to "take 
matters into our own hands" if Bri- 
tain did not end the four-day-old 
siege. 

Back in Teheran after a short 
tour of Persian Gulf states, he re- 
jected mediation by any other na- ' 
tion and said hundreds of Iranians 
in London were ready to “march In 
and take the embassy by force." 
But "there are other methods we 
could use," he told a press con- 
ference yesterday. 

Dellow said Scotland Yard was on 
alert to make sure this did not 
happen. - 

Ambassador Sir John Graham, 
ordered home from Teheran for the 
third time in recent weeks, said on 
arrival At London airport, "I will be 
returning to Iran, but I cannot say 
when." 

He dismissed ideas of Iranian ac- 
tion against Britain's embassy In 
Teheran. “The threats are fairly 
common, so we are not too 


worried." he said. “But there is a 
lot of ill-feeling there about this em- 
bassy siege business In London." 

Scotland Yard's psychology ex- 
perts earlier said that they were 
convinced that the three to five 
“calm and quite rational" gunmen 
wanted to “make a point" rather 
than kill their hostages. 

However, the gunmen who seized 
the embassy at noon on Wednesday 
had net withdrawn their threat to 
blow up the embassy and everyone 
inside It unless Ayatollah 
Khomeini's regime frees .91 
prisoners in oil-rich Khuzestan 
province. They also want self-rule 
for the province. 

The Yard, continuing Its patient 
negotiations, lowered its profile 
around the white colonaded em- 
bassy building facing Hyde Park. 

Fewer “blue berets" snipers 
were on adjoining rooftops. Fewer 
armed police were visible in the 
roped -off area which has snarled 
London traffic severely. 

Meanwhile, Iranian Defence 
Minister Mustapha Chamran said 
in an interview published, In Paris 
yesterday that the condemnation of 
American policy In Iran by an inter- 
national tribunal could lead to the 
release of the U.S. hostages there. 

Chamran told the newspaper “Le 
Matin", that this "seemed, to have 
been Agreed by Iranian political 
forces." 

The de fence minister, considered 
a confidant of Khomeini, said the 
detention of the U.S. hostages was 
not an end in Itself. “Our goal is to 
denounce the policy of domination 
of the U.S." (UPI. Reuter)

South Korean students rally 
to force end to martial law 


SEOUL ( AP) . — Anti-government 
student demonstrations continued 
yesterday for the third consecutive 
day in Seoul and two provincial 
cities, but they remained Inside the 
campuses and no clashes with 
police were reported. 

About 3,000 students, who held an 
overnight sit-in at Seoul National 
University, held a rally and march- 
ed through the campus, demanding 
an end to martial law, as well as 
other political reforms. 

About 500 graduate students join- 
ed the protest for the first time and 
provided a new momentum at the 
nation's largest and most 
prestigious college. 

During the rally, the students 
burned a framed calligraphic work 
by the late President Park Chung 
Hee to dramatize their protest 
against bis "yushin” (revitalizing 
reforms) political system, which

more crucial to national Interest. 

“There will be a real effort to 
avoid a situation in which Iran 
dominates the news asp public 
perceptions and public con- 
sciousness," a top Carter aide said 
on Thursday. “As concerned as the 
president Is about the hostage 
situation, he sees Afghanistan and 

the overall problems in the Persian 
Gulf region as more threatening In 
the long run.

lately, some Carter administra- 
tion officials, as well as many 
critics outside the White House, 
have questioned Carter's emphasis 
on the hostage situation.

Anti-communist wave sours 

Cuban agents attack U.S. May Day celebration 

crowd seeking visas 


HAVANA (AP). — A total of 390 
Cubans remained holed up inside 
the U.S. Interests Section here 
yesterday after a bloody clash with 
Cuban security agents that left 15 
injured, five of them in serious con- 
dition. U.S. sources said. 

The dissidents were seeking visas 
At the diplomatic mission Friday 
when busloads of Cuban 'govem- 
ment Agents, some wielding 
baseball bats and tire Irons, arrived 
And Attacked the group. 

While an undisclosed number of 
dissidents fled, some 450 others es- 
caped Into the seven nstory segfront 
building which houses the U.S. mis- 
sion here. 

About 60 later were taken home 
on government buses after receiv- 
ing assurances they would not be 
punished. 

. Cuban authorities worked far into 
the night to try to persuade the 
remainder to leave peacefully. 
Some of the dissidents vowed to re- 
main inside the building until they 
were guaranteed a flight out of the 
country. 

There was no iitfmedi&te ex- 
planation for the government's 


decision 'to use force against the 
group. One dissident was hospitaliz- 
ed with broken ribs, a punctured 
lung And Internal bleeding. 

. One of the buses used to transport 
the agents to the scene belongs to 
the Cuban Institute for Friendship 
among Peoples. 

The U.S. government offered the 
group temporary refuge, but there 
was no indication for how long that 
would he. One official said the U.S. 
would not offer prolonged refuge to 
the group .because that would en- 
courage others to seek asylum' in- 
side the building. 

In Florida yesterday, ' U.S. of- 
ficials said that despite a 
treacherous storm that terrified 
refugees in small boats, the number 
-of new arrivals set a 24-hour record. 

The U.S. Coast Guard in Miami 
said 1,901 refugees had arrived Fri- 
day. surviving three-metre seas 
and SO-km.-an-hour winds. A Coast 
Guard spokesman said Its planes 
and vessels had aided 28 boats dur- 
ing the storm. 

About 60 boats reached Key West 
on Friday. 


NEW YORK (AP). — May Day 
demonstrations in several U.S. 
cities erupted in violence and 
shouting matches Thursday as 
hecklers clashed with rallying com- 
munists, and more than 50 people 
were arrested. 

In Los Angeles, about 30 people 
were arrested and several were In- 
jured in a club-swinging confronta- 
tion between police and members of 
the Revolutionary Communist Par- 
ty that interrupted a march by 
about 250 demonstrators. 

The five-km. march from 
Mac Arthur Park along Wilshlre 
Boulevard to Los Angeles' down- 
town garment district was held on 
the sidewalks after police refused 
to grant a permit to parade in the 
street. 

In Detroit, at least 15 members of 
the Revolutionary Communist Par- 
ty were arrested as they gathered 
at two high schools, trying to get 
students to join their parade. 
Instead of joining the marchers, 
students at Mumford High School 
overturned a party member's car. 


breaking its windows, police said. 
No students were arrested. 

In Chicago. a dozen 

demonstrators believed to be 
members of the Revolutionary 
Communist .Workers Party were 
arrested on disorderly conduct 
charges after scuffling with police 
at a downtown rally. 

In downtown Atlanta, tempers 
flared as anti-communist 
bystanders engaged in shouting 
matches with about 25 

demonstrators, and a scuffle broke 
out before a planned march. .Thir- 
teen communists were arrested and 
charged with violations ranging 
from using abusive language to 
obstructing traffic. 

The marchers, carrying banners 
and red flags and flanked by. 40 to 50 
police officers in riot gear, chanted, 
“We're not Americans, we're 
proletarians." In Seattle, 75 
members of the Revolutionary 
Communist -Party who 
demonstrated near Garfield High 
School were chased by students 
throwing rocks, bottles and chunks 
of concrete. 


Black market baby ring 
KGB man defects to West I uncovered in California 


LONDON (AP). — Britain has 
given political asylum to a KGB 
agent who worked under cover for 
the Tass news agency and the 
World Health Organization in 
Geneva, g o ver nm e nt sources said on 
Friday. 

The sources ^identified him -as 
Hy a Dzhirkvelov, 53, who defected 
to the West with his wife and 
daughter last month. 

The reasons for Dzhlrkvelov's 
defection vrere unstated. One report 
in the- British press' said 
Dzhirkvelov had already been 
providing British intelligence with 
an extensive dossier on Russian es- 
pionage in long debriefing sessions 
since he fled West.. 

Asked about the report, the 
Foreign Office would confirm only 
that Home Secretary William 


Whitelaw has granted a defector's 
request to stay in Britain, One 
published report said he was stay- 
ing in a "secret hideout" with his 
family. The foreign sources said the 
Soviet embassy has not asked about 
the case. 

According to government 
sources, Dzhirkvelov was a KGB in- 
telligence officer working under the 
guise of a correspondent for the of- 
ficial? Soviet news agency Tass.' 
Since 1977, he was also the pressjjf-. 
ficer for the World Health 
Organization in Geneva, sources 
said. 

Several U.S. officials have charg- 
ed in recent years that the Soviet 
Union has been planting KGB 
agents in Geneva in cover jobs for 
the UN and other world 
organizations.

Nefertiti. the Egyptian airline 
formed last month specially for the 
Cairo- Lod run, reports about 80 per 
cent of capacity on its flights, also 
twice a week. Diplomats say both 
airlines are considering adding a 
third weekly flight for what is ex- 
pected to be steadily improving 
business as tour agencies schedule 
visits combining Egypt's historical 
monuments with the Holy Land. 

Since last week, tourists also can 
travel in private cars between 
Israel and Egypt. Travel by bus or 
taxi has been possible since late 
January through a gate at El-Arish, 
an Egyptian town marking the 
northern end of the withdrawal 
frontier until April 1982. 

The traveller who makes his 
schedule fit the timetable for cross- 
ing the Suez Canal can take an 


Egyptian bud to El-Arish for about 
$7.60 and then pick up an Israeli 
taxi on the other side for a ?io ride 
Into Tel Aviv. A one-way plane trip 
costs 684. 

Most travellers have been 
foreigners. But Egyptian 
authorities have issued about 5,000 
visas to Israelis since visits began' 
last July, 2,000 since the Israeli em- 
bassy opened here Feb. 26. Another 
1,000 visa requests are pending, 
with positive responses expected as 
soon as- they wind their way through 
the Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
bureaucracy. 

In its two months of work, the 
Israeli embassy has issued about 
200 visas to Egyptians travelling to ' 
Israel. They Include few tourists, 
but most Egyptians cannot afford 
to travel for pleasure. A few were 
Egyptian Jews . visiting relatives. 
The majority were businessmen 
seeking contacts with their Israeli 
counterparts and one was a blind 
man who wanted an operation at 
Hadaasah hospital in Jerusalem, to 
restore his sight, embassy officials 
report. 

Telex and telephone com- 
munications. meanwhile, have 
become* routine between the two 
countries. Telephone connections 
pass through Rome exchanges for 
the time being, but Egyptians plan 
to hook into Israeli lines left behind 
at a former Israeli base at Bir 
Gafgafa in Sinai for direct links..

Libyans getting ‘bored’ by Gaddafi 


By JEREMY CLIFT 
BEIRUT. — Libyan leader' 
Muammar Gaddafi has started a 
major anti-corruption drive in 
which hundreds of people have 
been jailed, but Western 
diplomatic sources in Tripoli link 
the arrests to a campaign to wipe 
out political opposition. 

The sources told Reuter during 
a recent visit to Libya that more- 
than 2.000 Libyans had been 
rounded up and imprisoned in the 
past two months, including some 
senior army officers, government 
officials and businessmen. 

Some executions had taken 
place, they reported. 

Most of those arrested were ac- 
cused of taking bribes from 
foreign companies seeking con- 
tracts, but some bankers and 
businessmen have also been 
charged with taking money but of 
the country illegally. 

They said that while there was 
considerable corruption to. stamp 
out, Colonel.Gaddafi waa also us- 
ing the purge to shake out 
political opposition. Several array * 
colonels, the highest ranking of- 
ficers in the Libyan army, were 
among those detained, but the 
sources gave no names. r 

They pointed out that the Lib- 
. yan leader had stated in a speech 
in February that opponents of the 
revolution would be eliminated 
and linked the arrests to emerging 
opposition to his rule. 

Diplomatic sources in Tripoli 
said the anti-opposition campaign 
appeared to be aimed equally 
against those abroad as at home. 

On April 5, the United States 
ordered the expulsion of two Lib- 
yan diplomats who appeared to 
be exerting pressure on Libyan, 
students to take violent action 
against enemies of their country. 

The expulsion of Third 
Secretary Moftah Ibrahim and 
Cultural Attache Mohammed 


Tarhuna was ordered after the 
distribution of literature calling 
on Libyans to carry out “physical 
elimination of the enemies of the 
revolution abroad. 1 ' 

State Department officials in 
Washington said there was a great 
deal of concern among the Libyan 
student community in the U.S. 
about Intimidation. 

Although the two diplomats 
were not specifically accused of 
distributing the literature. 
Western businessmen in Tripoli 
said the pamphlets indicated the 
nature of the anti-opposition 
drive. 

Earlier this month, a Libyan ex- 
patriate journalist Mohammed 
Ramadan, was killed outside a 
London mosque after Friday 
prayers. 

Diplomatic sources reported 
hints that Tripoli was behind the . 
killing which caused’ a strain in 
relations between Britain and 
Libya. 

The wave of arrests inside 
Libya started in February. At that * 
time “Green March,” the 
newspaper of the country's 
revolutionary committees, 
reported that bribes totalling 
millions of dollars had been paid 
to Libyan officials by foreign com- 
panies. 

Libyan television has been 
screening nightly broadcasts In 
colour of the trials by people’s 
tribunals of senior officials ac- 
cused of taking bribes. 

Among officials publicly 
prosecuted in front of the cameras 
last month was Badri All Hasson, 
the former head of Libyan Arab 
Airlines. 

Diplomatic sources said All 
Hassan waa arrested at Tripoli 
airport. The film showed him 
making a confession. 

The crackdown followa the 
growth of simmering discontent 
among certain groups, including 
some of the armed forces, with 


Gaddafi’s impulsive style of 
leadership. 

Diplomatic sources reported 
that, in particular, the Libyan 
leader’s fruitless intervention in 
the Ugandan war last year in sup- 
port of former President Idi Amin 
had caused a crisis in the Soviet- 
equipped army, which was badly 
beaten. 

Between 200 and 300 Libyans 
were killed in last year's battle for 
Kampala fought against Tanza- 
nian and Uganda exile forces. 
Another 56 Libyans were cap- 
tured. 

Business sources said, however, 
that unrest had turned to violence 
at the beginning of last month In 
Tobruk near the Egyptian border. 

Diplomatic and business 
sources said that while the mass 
of Libyans incontrovertibly had 
benefited from the 10 -year -old 
socialist revolution of Gaddafi, 
the property-owning classes bad 
deep grudges. 

They said the middle classes 
were hitter about hatfOititlizafioils 
for which they had. not been com- 
pensated. There was also discon- 
tent because of widespread shor- 
tages of certain commodities. 

The sources blamed the shor- 
tages of items like butter and 
meat on bureaucratic bottlenecks 
and said now that people's com- 
mittees had taken over most 
businesses, shopkeepers lacked 
incentive to stay open long hours 
or to ensure a wide variety of 
choice in the store. 

Business sources gave as an ex- 
ample the fact that many small 
stall-holders in Tripoli’s ancient 
souk (market) had dosed down or 
only opened for two hours & day. 

Rising dissatisfaction took con- 
crete form with the dismissal of 
five ministers, known as 
secretaries, by thfe General 
People’s Congress In January. 
Foremost among those who lost 
their positions was Oil Secretary 


Ezzeddin Mabrouk. who had held 
the job since 1970. 

Such was the climate of suspi- 
cion in Libya following the start of 
the anti-corruption drive that his 
successor. Abdul-Salam Zagaar. 
felt it necessary to spell out that 
Mabrouk was not suspected of 
taking bribes. 

Business sources stated that 
because of the pervasive fear 
among officials that they could be 
accused of corruption and dragg- 
ed off to prison, few were now will- 
ing to talk to foreigners and it was 
increasingly difficult to get 
decisions made on contracts. 

Some Libyan businessmen, 
scared of wbat might await them 
if they returned home, had stayed 
abroad after business trips, the 
sources said. 

But in Rome, two Libyan 
businessmen were gunned down 
in the past few weeks. On April 20, 
police said they had arrested a 23- 
year-old Libyan In connection 
with the killing of 50-year-old 
businessman ADam--Jelirsr«f In a 
ejafe Jn. Rome's fashionable Via 
Veneto the previous night. 

Police believed the affair may 
have been linked with the death of 
Salem Rtemt, another Libyan 
businessman, who was found dead 
in a Rome street on March 21. 

In. Libya, diplomatic sources 
said that a prominent lawyer, 
Omar Dughayas, had died after 
being in police custody last 
month. But they had few other 
names because those arrested, 
and the sentences subsequently 
passed by the peoples' tribunals, 
were not made public by the 
authorities. 

But diplomatic sources in 
Tripoli believed the present dis- 
content was deeper-rooted than in 
the past and predicted distur- 
bances If many executions took 
place following the recent arrests. 

“This is only a small country 
and the tightly-knit social network 


would mean that resentment 
would soon bubble to the surface.” 
commented the diplomat. 

He identified other potential 
dangers for the country as grow- 
ing, boredom with what he describ- 
ed as Gaddaffs strict puritanical 
and paternalistic approach and 
dissatisfaction among Libya's 
mounting foreign community. 

“About 700,000 of Libya's 2.7 
million population is foreign, and 
there's a particularly large 
Pakistani and Bangladeshi com- 
munity,’’ the diplomat stated. 

Potential difficulties were ex- . 
emplified earlier this year when , 
the Libyan leader was Involved In ' 
a major row with both neighbour- * 
ing Tunisia and the PLO 
leadership. There is a large Tuni- 
sian and Palestinian expatriate 
papulation here. 

While recognising the obvious 
achievements of Colonel Gaddafi 
in developing what had been one 
of the world's poorest countries, 
Waste cn~dlpl om afe 
that Increasing boredom andhmk 
of enterprise was symptomSflMx . 
a passive rejection of the system 
in Libya. 

Three-quarters of the country’s 
daily production of 1.75 million 
barrels of crude is extracted by 
Western oil companies. 

“Many of the older people can 
still remember the bustling life of 
the pre-revolutionary days and 
the rising younger generation will 
■ not have known the poverty that 
made their parents accept Gad- 
dafi's socialism a diplomat said. 

"What is emerging is a very 
boring cradle-to-grave welfare 
society based on petro-dollars." 
he stated. 

“And the youngsters who come ; 
back from their state-paid-for, 1 
Western university education are 
hardly likely to accept the 
programmed thinking that 
appears to go with it." (Reuters) 


UNIFIL states launch 
diplomatic offensive 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP). — The 10 
countries supplying troops to the 
United Nations peace-keeping force 
in southern Lebanon warned Fri- 
day that they may pull out if Israel 
continues backing, the Christian 
militia there. ■ 

Progress in making the work of 
the force easier will be .a factor 
when the UN Security Council 
comes to renew the peace-keeping 
operation later this month, officials 
said. 

They said that a diplomatic offen- 
sive to convince Israel to end its 
policy of supporting and supplying 
the militia was agreed at the Dublin 
meeting of high-ranking officials of 
the 10 countries. . 

Irish Foreign Minister Brian 
Lenlhan asked for the session after 
.three Irish soldiers died last month 
in South Lebanon, allegedly at the 
hands of the Christian militia, led 
by Major Saad Haddad. 

-At a news conference after the 
meeting, Lenlhan would not be 
drawn on what the 10 countries 
might dp if Israel does not change 
its policy. 

“T would expect the United States 
and Israel to Insure that the ac- 


tivities of Haddad diminis hed to the 
extent that will enable UNIFIL to 
operate according to their man- 
date," he said. 

Lenlhan stressed that all 10 
members were unanimous that the 
force must be given a chance to 
operate without obstruction, right up 
to the. Tsfaell border, including the 
area controlled, by the Haddad 
militia. * 

"We want to stay in, " he said, 
“because the work of UNIFIL is of 
paramount Importance." 

Officials said the diplomatic ef- 
fort to change the Israelis' mind 
will be made in Washington, 
Jerusalem, Beirut and at UN 
headquarters in New York. 

They said that In each capital, a 
team of three ambassadors will 
work together and that the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
— which maintains bases in South 
Lebanon — wHl also be contacted 
through t he UN in New York to 
enable UNIFIL to carry out Its 
mandate. 

The 10 countries conferring in 
Dublin were Fiji, France, Ghana, 
Ireland, Italy, Nepal, Netherlands, 
Nigeria, Norway and Senegal.

Iron Lady’ weathers storm 


WfIKN the Conservative Prtrty was 
swept to power in the general elec* 
tfnn one year' njpo at the expense of 
James Callaghan and the Labour 
Party, the big question was how 
Margaret Thatcher would shape up 
ns the first woman prime minister 
in British history. 

Now Just twelve hectic months 
Inter, there nrc few people, either in 
her own party or in the opposition, 
who would brand her as a failure. 
Thnt is not to say that she docs not 
hnvc her critics but even they ad- 
mit that she has displayed courage, 

determination And above all 
leadership during what has been a 
particularly difficult period, par- 
ticularly on the world scene. 

Even before her election, the 
Russians dubbed’ her "the Iron 
Lndv" because of her tough anti- 
Soviet views. It was meant as an in- 
sult. But there la reason to believe 
thnt It Is a nickname which she 
herself rather likes. When the 
gossip column of the “Guardian” 
ran a competition for the most 
suitable nickname for her, the most 
popular suggestion was “Mrs. 
Mugaue." She may not like that one 
quite as much, but it la Indicative of 
the way she is regarded. 

THERE IS MORE than a touch of 
Go! da about Margaret Thatcher. 
One active Conservative described 
her to me this week as "the only 
man in the cabinet,” a phrase that 
Bcn-Gurion coined in referring to 
Mrs. Melr. 

One thing is clear. She may not be 
liked by all her colleagues but she 
has their respect and la very much 
in control. “Everyone pays due 
deference to her,” I was told. She 
has astounded several Whitehall 
departments by paying visits to 
their offices, asking pertinent 
questions and then administering 
severe tickings off to senior of- 
ficials in front of their subor- 
dinates. 

On one such occasion, a senior of- 
ficial at the Department of Industry 
was brave enough to answer Mrs. 
Thatcher with the retort: "That's 
absolute rubbish, if I may say so." 
Far from having his head chopped 
off, the man In question later learn- 
ed that the Prime Minister was ac- 
tually pleased that someone had 
had the guts to stand up to her. 

For Mrs. Thatcher Is above all a 
fighter for what she believes is 
right. Witness the current unresolv- 
ed battle with Britain's Common 
Market partners over the amount to 
be contributed to the EEC budget. 

Mrs. Thatcher has maintained 
for a long time that Britain pays too 
much and cannot afford it At Lux-

embnurg Inst week, there were 
signs thnt n compromise would be 
worked out and there have been 
reports thnt the Foreign Secretary, 
.ford Carrington, and his senior of- 
ficials were actually advising the 
premier to accept the terms being 
offered. She did not. 

THERE ARE also some parallels 
with Mcnahem Begin, whom she is 
believed to admire (though not 
always to agree with). One source 
close to Mrs. Thatcher, who drew 
this parallel for me. rejected the 
word “Messianic” to describe their 
common philosophy but accepted 
"idealistic.” The source also said 
thpt Mrs. Thatcher had a far better 
grasp of detail than her Israeli 
counterpart. 

"Margaret Thatcher will reform 
Britain or die In the attempt." the 
source added. "She Wants to 
change the whole nature of this 
country." adding that he would not 
be surprised if this eventually led to 
her pulling Britain out of the Com- 
mon Market. 

Another political observer 
described her as "the most forceful 
and aggressive political leader 
since Winston Churchill,” who pur- 
sues her "politics of conviction” 
with a resolve that her critics 
within the cabinet find Impossible 
to shake. 

FOR CRITICS she has, the most 
notable being Employment 
Secretary James Prior, whom she 
had occasion a few months ago to 
publicly rebuke by means of a 
television Interview. It would be no 
surprise if Prior became the first 
victim of the Thatcher axe when 
she decides that the time is ripe, 
probably before the party con- 
ference in the autumn, to make her 
first cabinet reshuffle. 

There are unlikely to be any 
changes in her Treasury team 
which, though possibly unpopular 
In the country because of rising in- 
flation (now at 20 per cent com- 
pared with just over 10 when the 
Conservatives took office), is held 
by her in high esteem. 

She was prepared for a year or 
two of economic hardship and un- 
popularity as she attempted to 
change the whole character of 
Britain’s economic policy. But on 
this as on many other subjects, she 
is not worried by personal or party - 
unpopularity as she has the cushion 
of a comfortable Parliamentary 
majority. 


Barring major unforeseen olr- 
cumstancos, therefore, Mrs. 
Thatcher is likely to be prime 
minister for four more yean and 
there are even some political com- 
mentators who envisage her and 
the Tories being returned to power 
with an even larger majority in 
2984. 

Outside the cabinet, there have 
been some minor defections among 
her backbenchers in relatively un- 
important votes in the House of 1 
Commons. But because of her ma* 
^Jority, she ean afford to allow these 
‘people the luxury of showing their 
independence, particularly as there 
Is reason to believe that even the 
"defectors” retain their basic ad- 
miration and support -for , her 
leadership. 

ON FOREIGN policy, she and Lord 
Carrington are riding on the crest 
of the Rhodesian wave. They will go 
down as the people who finally 
resolved this seemingly insoluble 
problem. 

It Is not impossible that their next 
major effort will be directed 
towards the Middle East, where 
they will try the same sort of tactics 
of bringing all the parties together. 
And "all the parties,” in this con- 
text, would certainly include the 
PLO. 

Mrs. Thatcher's own -record on 
the Middle East since she came to 
power is unexceptional from 
Israel's point of view. She has made 
few statements, tending to leave 
the running to her Foreign Office. 

As far as Israel's friends here are 
concerned, she has made only one 
mistake — the selection of her 
Foreign Office team. If Lord 
Carrington was a worrying choice 
as foreign secretary. Sir Ian 
Gilmour. a known pro-Arabist, was 
totally unacceptable as the Number 
two (and the main Foreign Office 
spokesman in the House of Com- 
mons). 

There is little doubt that there has 
been a steady erosion of the British 
government's position on the Mid- 
dle East in the past year, away 
from Israel's position and towards 
that of the PLO. There .are those 
close to Mrs. Thatcher, however, 
who claim that had it not been for - 
her restraining influence, things 
would have been even worse and 
Britain would by now have 
recognized the PLO. 

ON THE domestic front, Mrs. 
Thatcher and her government are 


still living on credit. Those, who 
voted Tory a yoar ago did not ex- 
pect immediate miracles and they 
■ have not got them. Inflation has 
almost doubled and unemployment 
is still showing an upward trend. On 
the credit side, the country's strike 
record in the past 12 months has 
greatly improved and the unions, 
whom many feared would be her 
•undoing as they were Edward 
Heath’s in 1974,.. have found that 
■they have not been able to 
manipulate their members as easi- 
ly as they would have imagined. 

The mood In the country when 
Mrs. Thatcher took office was that 
there had been far too many 
strikes. On those occasions since 
last May when there have been In- 
dustrial disputes, the government 
stood firm and refused to Intervene 
and bale out the companies con- , 
ccrnod with huge state loans- The 
result was that the workers often 
settled for less than their union . 
lcadors were demanding because 
they realized the mood of the peo- 
ple. 

The sympathy which once existed 
for strikers had gone. One major 
result has been that British 
Ley land's tough attitude paid off 
and the industrial climate is 
healthier today than it has been for 
several years. 

WHERE THE Conservative 
government has come tn for a lot of 
criticism la In its drastic public 
spending cuts. Hospitals, schools 
and local government have all felt 
the Thatcher axe. But while this has 
caused hardship and disappoint- 
ment, there again has been a 
general understanding and ap- 
preciation that the nation’s 
economy will not be put right in the 
long term unless the government 
itself. spends less. The token cut in 
income tax introduced in the first 
Conservative budget was a clever 
psychological move. The public 
was made to understand that such 
benefits had to be paid for. 

This has been very much a 
"honeymoon year" for Margaret 
Thatcher In particular and her Tory 
government in general. Allowances 
have been made for the fact that not 
only was she a woman in a man's 
world but also that she was com- 
paratively Inexperienced In the 
highest ranks of government (her 
previous top post was as education 
minister). But though her honey- 
moon year Is over, there are few 
signs of a divorce on the horizon. 
The "marriage" looks set to last, 
with Margaret Thatcher in the role 
of both bride and bridegroom. 


THE AMBASSADORS of Britain 
and Australia will be going to kib- 
butz Kfar H&nasst today to attend 
the 30th anniversary celebrations of 
the Israol Office of the British 
Zionist Federation, which also 
represents the Australian and New 
Zoaland Zionist federations. Jewish 
Agency and WZO chairman Arye 
Dulsin will be speaking, - as will 
Israel Office director Eric Lucas 
and kibbutz secretary Inge Segal. 
The guest of honour will undoubted- 
ly be Shlomo Temkin, who, as 
Lucas's predecessor, founded the 
Israel Office three decades ago. . 

President Yitshak Navon has 
conveyed his regrets at’ being un- 
able to attend because of a prior 
engagement However, he was suf- 
ficiently impressed to hear of the 

office's work when Lucas 
and assistant director Moshe 
Dubsky called on him at Beit 
Kanassl to ask them to return with 
all 15 members of their staff. He in- 
terrogated each of them and was 
delighted to hear of the number of. 
unsolicited letters of t h a nks they 
receive. The meeting ended with 
the president Inviting himself to 
visit the Ibn Gevtrol premises and 
British Immigrants at an absorp- 
tion centre. . 

There are about 30,000 British 
Jews living in Israel, 10 per cent of 
them in kibbutzim and moshavlzn, 
and about 7,000 from Australia and 
2,000 from New Zealand. It can be 
safely said thy* the ZF Israel Office 
has made It possible for many of 
them 'to be successfully absorbed 
and remain here. 

This British oleh of 30 years' stan- 
ding still remembers with gratitude 
the pleasant welcome he received 
when he came to the old premises 
on Rehov Hayarkon in the mid-SOs 
seeking help to cover university tui- 
tion fees. It was not so much the 
n on-bureaucratic attitude, but the 
warmth and the cup of tea that I 
recall. But, as Eric Lucas, now in 
his 27th year with the office, says: 
"Its not only 'tea-and-sympathy' 
we dispense, but the kind of prac- 
tical assistance, provided on a per- 
sonal basis, that helps ensure the 
newcomer’s smooth absorption into 
Israel." , 

LUCAS and his staff do their best to 
cut through the voluminous red 
tape enveloping all newcomers to 
Israel. They speak to them not only 
in the language they understand, 
but in terms they can cope with. 
They advise anyone contemplating 
aliya to first visit Israel on a pilot 
tour, when they can meet potential 
employers, see absorption centres 
and hostels, look at various forms 
of housing, learn about schools and 
health services and other aspects of 
life in Israel. 

NEWCOMERS from Britain and 
the Antipodes are certainly the 
envy of immigrants from other

HAIFA. — Building is starting 
shortly on an 18-court tennis com- 
plex in Kfar Savir. at the southern 
entrance to Haifa. It will be part of 
the Israel Tennis Centre's (ITC) 
country-wide chain of facilities, 
where children receive instruction 
in the game at a nominal rate. 

The first eight courts are to be 
completed by the end of this year. 
ITC heads Rubin Josephs and Ian 
Froman told The Jerusalem Post 
last week, following the cor- 
nerstone ceremony. Among the 
major contributors is Rubin 
Zimmerman of Haifa and Mon- 
treal. 

T’he ITC. which inaugurated its 
16-court Ramat Hasbaron facility 
in 1976 last year, opened sub- 
centres in Jaffa and Kiryat 
Shmona. consisting In the first 
stage of eight and six courts, 
respectively. 


Work Is now well under way on 
the sub-centre in Jerusalem's 
Katamon quarter. 

A fifth facility, located in 
Ashkelon. is in the final planning 
stage. Funds for the 17-court pro- 
ject are being provided by British 
Jewry, within the framework of its 
Project Renewal programme. 

The cost of each sub-centre is at 
least $750,000, Josephs and Froman 
reported. As with the $3.5m. Ramat 
H&sharon facility, the land Is in all 
cases donated by the municipality 
concerned. 

Some $9m. have so far been rais- 
ed for the construction of the 
national centre at Ramat Hashanm 
and the chain of satellite courts, 
while a further $6m. Is being 
collected for their maintenance? 

To date, well over 20,000 boys and 
girls between the ages of eight and 
13 have received coaching at 
Ramat Hasharon, Jaffa and Kiryat 
Shmona. 


Treadmill could be fair test for Rosie 


BUFFALO. New York (AP). — If 
Rosie Ruiz wants to show she is 
capable of the tbird-lastest 
women's marathon time in history, 
she could do it on a treadmill, says 
University of Buffalo physiology 
professor David Pendergast. 

Pendergast said on Friday that 
the test might be more reliable than 
the lie-detector exam the 28-year- 
old woman offered to take after she 
was tripped of her Boston Marathon 
title last week for allegedly having 
nut only .8 km. of the 42-kms. dis- 
tance. 

"We’d measure her aerobic 
(oxygen-using) power, and it would 


be possible to determine what value 
she would have to run at to com- 
plete the race In what she says she 
ran it in." 

Matching Ruiz's alleged Boston 
Marathon time — 2 hours, 31 
minutes. 56 seconds, the third- 
fastest women's marathon time in 
history — with her cost-of-nmning 
value would yield a rate of oxygen 
consumption which could be reduc- 
ed to a percentage, Pendergast 
said. 

"If she came up with something 
like 120 per cent, she'd have to have 
run at a value higher than she had, 
which is impossible," he added.

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Facing Hebron 


FOR THE PERPETRATORS of murder in Hebron there is no 
difference between the old Hadasaah building there or the 
children's house at Misg-av Am. Both are occupied by Jews, 
therefore both are fit targets for slaughter. 

That the victims In Hebron were engaged In a peaceful and 
prayerful Sabbath eve procession and that the victims at 
Misgav Am were small children within the 1967 borders is en- 
tirely irrelevant to FLO calculation^. On the contrary, the more 
helpless the target, the more intense the pull on the trigger. 

This has been the way of the PLO since its inception. It is for 
this reason that this organization has been put beyond the pale 
by all Israeli governments. 

Even before the killings in Hebron, the defence authorities 
had decided to adopt firm measures on the West Bank in order 
to quell the wave of disorder and violence that has swept the 
area In recent weeks. The Hebron tragedy has brought with it 
even sterner measures, including the expulsion of two mayors 
and a kadi whom the authorities have linked with incitement to 
violence. 

Yet even as we mourn the dead In Hebron and nurse the 
wounded, the nation and the government must look beyond the 
iron logic of violence and repression. For that logic is precisely 
the formula of the terrorists, whose aim is to ignite the entire 
area in a blaze of violence engulfing not only Israel and the West 
Bank. 

What is needed now is clearer and cooler thought. A settle- 
ment policy which directs itself at the heart of Arab population, 
which lacks defence priorities, which Is instigated not by 
government decision, but by Gush Emunim civil disobedience is 
plainly not the way. It only erodes national unity and national 
morale even in the face of a terrorist outrage. 

A political policy, based on a concept of autonomy which 
dangles the temptation of self rule before the inhabitants of the 
West Bank, but in reality denies It, Is also not the way. That only 
promotes defiance and frustration. 

These policies, combined with a rhetoric that would make it 
seem as if Israel's only choice is between acquiescence to a 
Palestinian state or continued control under the heading of 
autonomy and massive settlement, have in fact brought us to 
the present pointy 

They have helped form a political common front on the West 
Bank that never existed before, pushed that front more deeply 
into the hands of the PLO and provoked incipient dreams of 
general resistance. 

These policies have' also encumbered the military govern- 
ment ^rith ambiguity of purpose. That administration bears a 
brief to encourage peaceful coexistence. Its purpose is not to 
cover the West Bank with troops, especially not in the wake of 
Gush Emunim wildcat actions. Yet to maintain order in the face 
of violence and riots, the army's only recourse is to force. 

The defence establishment has consistently counselled 
realism. And Mr. Welzman, representing It, has opposed the 
government's settlement activity, including the decision, after 
a previous killing, to Inhabit Hebron. Blit he has also been con- 
sistently over-ruled in the Cabinet. 

Little wonder that the Military Government has followed an 
erratic course in response to West Bank provocations. And little 
wonder that the Instigators of resistance and violence on the 
West Bank should have been encouraged by the confusion. 

A general reappraisal of policy and performance is, 
therefore, an urgent need, hi Mr. Be gin's Cabinet this will pit 
the maximalists like Arik Sharon, bearing the mantle of Gush 
Emunim, against the moderates, led by Mr. Welzman. 

Until now, Mr. Begin has regularly succumbed to his own 
maximalist fidelities. But they invite disastrous consequences 
whose bloody outlines are there to be seen. ' 

To perceive them, however, requires acknowledgement that 
repression of the West Bank population cannot be a viable per- 
manent policy for Israel. 

The supreme test of the Begin Cabinet, especially after 
Friday’s brutal killings, will be whether, in the hour of reckon- 
ing, It will be able to make this acknowledgement. 


A good model 


WITH ALL the smog produced by the interdepartmental battl- 
ing of the Jewish Agency and the Absorption Minister over con- 
trol of the yet-to-be-born supra-abaorption authority, what seems 
to have been forgotten is the immigrant. Our bureaucrats tend 
to conceive such matters in terms of interests and areas of 
power, they tend to overlook that their purpose is to make it 
easier for immigrants to become fully-integrated Israelis. 

The authorities could well follow the example of the Israel Of- 
fice of the British Zionist Federation which is marking its 30th 
anniversary. It is a model of how bureaucracy can be 
transcended and Immigrants treated not as numbers on files but 
as human beings, each with the kind of dignity and attention 
concomitant with the fervour of the Zionist vision that brought 
these olim to Israel. 

Tbe British Zionist Federation (and the Australian and New 
Zealand) together with the Joint Israel Appeal deserve praise 
for having made it possible for their Israel Office to have been 
able to celebrate Its 30th anniversary with an unbroken record 
of considerable achievement. It can safely be said that the 
smooth integration of thousands of British o lim into the fabric of 
Israeli life was made possible by the efforts of its unfailingly 
courteous staff. 

It Is also an occasion to pay tribute to British ally a. Their 
numbers may be relatively small compared to the great waves 
of Immigration from other lands, yet they have played a role in 
Israel society out of proportion to their numbers.

FAGGING, the humbling', 
sometimes brutal system In which 
English prep school boys acted as 
domestic servants to senior boys, is 
no more. 

Ebon College. last remaining bas- 
tion of the 400-year -old tradition, 
has announced an end to the prac- 
tice. 

"It was an anachronism that had 
to go." retiring Eton headmaster 
Michael McCrum said recently. 
"It's been dying out over the yean 
and with a change of headmaster, I 
thought it was a good idea to finish It 
off." 

Among McCrum'a other reforms 
nt the exclusive 1,250-pupil school, 
founded by King Henry VI In 1440 
along the river Thames 32 km. west 
of London, were an end to beatings 
and pre-breakfast lessons. Today's 
Etonians clean their own rooms and 
lake part In community projects. 

Eton, with fees In excess of -£2.500 
pounds a year, was the last of 
Britain's posh prep schools to allow 
fagging, although not many boys 
look part and It had changed 
drastically since the days when 
Miulistir seniors could brutally 
dominate young arrivals. 

In recent times, a fag's tasks In- 
volved making tea and running 
messages, unlike post centuries in 


which senior boys had near total 
control over their fags whose duties 
Included blacking boots, brushing 
clothes and cooking breakfast, with 
no limit as to hours.

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AS THE POLLS CONTINUE to In- 
dicate Labour's upward surge and 
the Likud's continuing nose-dive, 
there is much talk about -the need 
for a new force in the centre. Not 
everyone would concur with Deputy 
Premier Simha Ehrlich's claim 
that the Likud is the centre party, 
especially the one-third of the elec- 
torate regarded as the floating 
vote. To go by public opinion sur- 
veys. about 100,000 people who 
voted for the defunct DMC is 1977 
arc casting about for a new party. 
They have gone through the 
harrowing experience of the naive 
who have awakened to find that 
they have been used for gain. 

Whether Ehrlich or Jewish Agen- 
cy chairman Arye Dulzln will 
manage, with Ezer Welzman's 
erratic help, to launch a centre par- 
ty remains to be seen. Meanwhile, 
intensive efforts are afoot to com- 
bine the splintered radical centre 
factions Into a larger party. The 
most obvious candidates are Shai 
and the Citizens Rights Movement, 
plus the minuscule Independent 
Liberals and the Heh BeTyar dvfl 
rights action group. However, what 
is currently keeping them apart is 
personalities, or more accurately 
Shai chairman Amnon Rubinstein’s 
disinclination to join forces with 
CRM founder Shularait Aloni. His 
friends are pressing him to over- 
come his feelings for the sake of the 
common cause, which they think 
can attract uncommitted voters. 
They t base themselves on polls in- 
dicating a Labour majority 
backlash, if elections were held now. 

Two people who are committed to 
forming a centrist group are Shai's 
Mordechai Virshubski and 
Shulamit Aloni. They have a 
number of political positions in 
common, although he Is not as mili- 
tant as she Is over the rabbinical es- 
tablishment, nor is he as close to 
the left on the Palestinian issue. But 
both are passionately concerned 
with the need for reform on the 
domestic front, feeling that the 
bigger parties have neglected them 
due to over-concentration on 
foreign policy. They echo Knesset 
Speaker Yitzhak Berman's - war- 
ning that : "We need not only secure 
borders, but safe streets." Both 
Virshubski and Aloni belong to the 
Heh Be'Iyar circle which has set as

- Its aim the safeguarding of the prin- 
ciples enshrined in the Declaration 
of Independence concerning 
freedom of opiaion and religion, 
and equality of race and sex. in the 
face of what they consider to be 
“creeping Khomeinism." 

Virshubski does not see early 
elections in the offing: “The 

government does not exist, so how 
can it fall?" he asks sardonically, 
Virshubski feels that many voters 
who do not want the Likud will steer 
clear of the Labour Alignment and 
seek a third alternative. He notes 
that Labour's record on domestic 
issues in the Ninth Knesset would 
not seem to Indicate any significant 
change. This was particularly so in 
Labour's courting of the NRP as ex- 
emplified by the case of the strict 
factional discipline imposed on 
Alignment MKs over the Rabbinate 
bill. "They are paying an advance 
instalment for renewal of 'their - 
future partnership," he charged. 
However, Virshubski admits that if 
he had to choose, he would opt for 
going along with Labour "if only 
because the Likud Is so dreadful 
and because Labour has a better 
choice -of people to offer, even if 
their basic orientation has remain- 
ed unchanged." 

Virshubski, who has earned 
’ himself a reputation as an expert on 
local government, still believes that 
if Deputy Premier Ylgael Yadin 
had not let Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamlr persuade him to join the 
Begin government, the DMC might 
have been able to play an influen- 
tial role in. the nation's future. 
Indeed, he still holds that the voting 
potential is out there waiting for a 
lead from a party that will act as a 
watchdog over civil liberties. 

Virshubski is far from being anti- 
religious as such, but be feels that 
the Orthodox monopoly should be 
resisted. Accordingly, Shai will 
table an amendment to Clause 6 of 
the Rabbinate bill, cancelling the 
transfer of the powers of registrar 
of marriage and divorce from the 
Religious Affairs Ministry to the 


SPECIAL STATUS FOR JERUSALEM 


To the Editor qf The Jerusalem Poat 

Sir, — I read the letter Mr. J. 
Bentwich wrote about a Minister 
for Jerusalem to be included in the 
cabinet. The late Shai Agnon was 
the first to raise the Idea that the 
Mayor of Jerusalem, on principle, 
should be a member of the cabinet. 
Now Mr. Bentwich ♦hiTtfe* that the 
complicated political problems of 
Jerusalem could be dealt with more 
effectively by such an appointment 
and does me the honour of men- 
tioning ray name In this connection. 

I believe that these problems can 
only be constructively dealt with if 
Jerusalem is given a special status 
which would enable It to deal with: 
all its most complicated problems 
from housing to education, from 
health to social welfare — concer- 
ning a great variety of Jewish, 
Christian and Moslem communities 
— quickly and efficiently (with 
proper government supervision), 
but without interference by the 
government in every little detail 
and all the long delays inherent In 
the present system. 


This status would have to be for- 
mulated in a special Jerusalem 
Law which would also regulate 
financial support which the city 
would get from the government. 
Such a law should, moreover, per- 
mit the city to raise capital through 
bond issues and oth?r measures in 
which people all over the world, 
Jews and Gentiles, would, I believe, 
gladly participate for tbe greater 
glory of Jerusalem. 

In the framework of such a 
special status, there is possibly 
room for a Minister for Jerusalem ; 
without it, he would be & powerless 
bystander. I have observed 
cabinets from afar, as a citizen, as 
well, as from close by as Director 
Genera] of the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice for 12 years, so I think I know 
what I am talking about. 

All the cities of Israel would and 
should benefit from an improved 
municipal code. Jerusalem, which 
has singular problems, needs a 
special status.

Sorry, Professor Akzln, I did not 
criticise Zipori for rudeness or ver- 
bal coarseness.
